This VCR can be operated on a power supply of either

“H™: Set the selector to this position if the power 
supply voltage is AC 220 ~ 240 V.

POWER ON Button 

By pushing this button, the video recorder will be turned 
on. 

Note: Power switch of this set is connected in the 
secondary circuit and does not disconnect the set from 
AC power even if the switch is in off (STAND BY) 
Position so far as AC cord is connected to AC line. 


POWER ON Indicator 
Illuminates when the POWER ON button is pushed. 


STAND BY Button 
By pushing this button, the video recorder will be turned 
off, except the clock. 


TIMER Button 
By pushing this button, the video recorder will be set for 
timer recording. It will turn on and off automatically.

Cassette Loading Door 

Accepts video cassette for automatic tape loading. To 
open the door for cassette loading push the EJECT 
button.

TRACKING Control 

Normally used only when playing back a cassette recorded 
on another recorder, this control provides a compatibility 
adjustment of video head tracking for noise-free pictures. 
Should tracking noise (a narrow horizontal noise pattern 
across the picture) be observed, adjust tracking by rotat- 
ing the TRACKING control to the right or left. 

The TRACKING control should be kept in the mid 
(notch) position when playing back cassettes recorded on 
the same machine. 


Color System Indicators 

These indicators illuminate, as described below, to show 

which color system is being used by the VCR. 

“PAL”: Indicates that the PAL system is being used 
for recording or playback. 

“SECAM”: Indicates that the SECAM system is being 
used for recording or playback. 


DEW Indicator 

Illuminates to indicate condensation on the VCR mech- 
anism. The VCR does not operate until this indicator 
turns off. 


CHANNEL Indicator 
The indicator lamp lets you know which channel! you are 
recording. 


CHANNEL Selector 
8 different TV stations can be stored and be individually 
recalled by pressing channel selector knobs.

Digital Display 

Indicates the time of the day. When the REC START 
button is depressed, it indicates the starting time of auto- 
matic recording.

CLOCK SET Button 

When the main lead is connected, digits “AM 12:00” will 
appear and begin to flash.

DAY/HOUR Button 

While pressing the CLOCK SET, REC START or REC 
STOP button, push lightly the DAY/HOUR button one 
time, then the clock or timer indicator will move by one 
hour. Keep the DAY/HOUR button pressed, the display 
will change with a speed of 4 hours per second. 

While pressing the REC DAY button, push lightly the 
DAY/HOUR button one time, then the day of automatic 
recording will move by one day. Keep the DAY/HOUR 
button pressed, the display will change with a speed of 
three days per second. 


MIN Button 

While pressing the CLOCK SET, REC START or REC 
STOP button, push lightly the MIN button one time, 
then the clock or timer indicator will move by one 
minute. Keep the MIN button pressed, the display will 
change with a speed of 8 minutes per second. 


Tape COUNTER 
Indicates tape position. Used to locate a particular point 
on the tape. 


Counter RESET Button 
Press to reset the COUNTER to “0000”.

EJECT Button 

Opens the cassette loading door to permit loading and un- 
loading of the cassette. Cassettes may be ejected at any- 
time during the programme without rewinding for fast 
Cassette change-over. 


REC Button 

After the cassette has been loaded, when pressing respecti- 
vely the lock button and the record button, the REC 
indicator lights and recording starts. If the video cassette’s 
tab has been removed, the REC indicator flashes to indi- 
cate that the video recorder cannot be set to recording 
mode. 


REC Indicator 
Illuminates when the video recorder is in record mode. 


LOCK Button 

The REC button does not operate the video recorder even 
if it is pushed independently. It operates only when 
pushed along with the LOCK button. If the REC button is 
pushed by mistake, the video recorder is not set to record 
mode preventing the erase of the tape. The LOCK button 
works about one second after it has been pushed and 
released. The REC button needs not to be pushed simul- 
taneously — all what has to be done is to push it within 
one second after the LOCK button has been released. 
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F FWD Indicator 
STOP Button

When this button is pushed, the REW indicator lights and 
the tape is rewound at high speed. 


REW Indicator 
IIluminates when the video recorder is in the REW mode. 


PLAY Button 
When this button is pushed, the PLAY indicator lights and 
the prerecorded video cassette is played back. 


PLAY Indicator 
IIluminates when the video recorder is in the PLAY mode. 


F FWD Button 
When this button is pushed, the F FWD indicator lights 
and the tape is sent forward at high speed. 


F FWD Indicator 
Illuminates when the video recorder is in the F FWD 
mode. 


STOP Button 
When this button is pushed during operation, the tape 
stops running and all the functions are interrupted.

PAUSE Button 

When this button is pushed, the PAUSE indicator flashes 
and the tape stops running. If it is pushed during re- 
cording, the video recorder is set to pause mode, it Is 
then possible to cut out commercials and other unneces- 
sary parts of the programme. When this button is pushed 
again, the video recorder returns to recording mode. If the 
PAUSE button is pushed during playback, the sound is 
muted and a still picture (black and white) appears. When 
this button is pushed again, the video recoder returns to 
playback mode. 

PAUSE function should not be used for more than three 
minutes at atime. 


Note: If the video recorder is kept in PAUSE mode for 
about 5 minutes, it is automatically turned off in order to 
protect the tape. 


PAUSE Indicator 
Flashes when the video recorder is in PAUSE mode.

VOLTAGE SELECTOR 

This selector is used to select the appropriate voltage to 
correspond to the available power supply. Set the selector 
to either the “H” position or the “L” position by using a 
flat tipped screwdriver. 


“H'': This position should be used if the VCR is to be 
operated on a power supply voltage of AC 220 ~ 
240 V. 

“L": This position should be used if the VCR is to be 


operated on a power supply voltage of AC 110 ~ 
127 V. 


TUNER/EXT IN Switch 

Provides convenient selection of the video and audio sour- 

ces to be recorded.

VIDEO INPUT Connector 

This connector accepts a standard 1.0 volt p-p, 75 ohm 
video signal from a camera or other video source for 
recording. Use a coaxial cable with a BNC type plug for 
this connection. The VIDEO INPUT connector can be 
used when the TUNER/EXT IN switch is turned to the 
EXT IN position. 


AUDIO INPUT Connector 

This phonojack accepts 0.24 volt r.m.s., high imped- 
ance audio signal from an audio mixer or other source 
for recording. Use a coaxial cable with a phonoplug for 
this connection. 


VIDEO OUTPUT Connector 

The video signal being recorded or played back is available 
at this connector for monitoring. The output level is 1.0 
volt p-p into 75 ohms. Use a coaxial cable with a BNC type 
plug for this connection. 


AUDIO OUTPUT Connector 

The audio signal being recorded or played back Is available 
at this phonojack for monitoring. The output level is 
0.44 volt r.m.s., 10k. Use a coaxial cable with a phono- 
plug for this connection. 


CHANNEL ADJUSTMENT Screw 

RF output channel is correctly adjusted to UHF channel 
36 at the factory, therefore it is recommended to use this 
channel. 

lf the channel 36 is in use by a commercial television 
station in your area, select one of the unused broadcast 
channels 30 to 89 on the TV. 


THE RF CONVERTER 


The VTC 5350 is supplied with an RF CONVERTER. It 
converts the video and audio output signals of the 
recorder to an auxiliary modulated ratio frequency (RF) 
output for viewing on any standard TV receiver. 

viewing on any standard TV receiver. 

Reception of RF channel is available between channel 30 
to 39. The channel should correspond to the unused 
broadcast channel in your area. 


The Sanyo BETACORD Video Cassette is a precision 
engineered twin reel cassette containing high performance 
video recording tape. Designed for use with Sanyo 
BETACORD Video Cassette Recorder/Player, the BETA— 
CORD Cassette provides both the convenience of auto- 
matic tape loading and protection of valuable recorded 
contens.

HOW TO USE THE BETACORD CASSETTE 

* Like an audio cassette, the BETACORD Cassette may 
be re-recorded many times. However, unlike an audio 
Cassette, the BETACORD Cassette can be recorded in 
one direction only, since the full width of the video 
tape is used to record picture and sound. 














To start the operation of your BETACORD Recorder, 
the cassette should be properly loaded in the recorder’s 
Cassette Loading Door. Insert cassette, label side up, 
into Cassette Loading Door in the direction indicated 
by the arrow. Be sure that the cassette is seated in the 
Cassette Loading Door as far back as it will go, then 
close door by pushing it down firmly.

For your convenience, a set of index labels is included 
with the BETACORD Cassette. Placement of the label 
is indicated on the label card. 


To protect your valuable recordings from accidental 
erasure, remove the tab located on the back side of the 
cassette. To re-record, simply cover the opening from 
which the tab was removed with adhesive tape. 











CARE OF THE BETACORD CASSETTE 
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* 


Do not use or store the BETACORD Cassette in a hot 
or humid environment. Be especially careful not to 
expose it to direct sunlight, heating equipment or elect- 
rical devices which emit a strong magnetic field. If the 
cassette has been exposed to cold temperatures, It 
should be stored at room temperatures for at least one 
hour before use. 

It is important that the protective tape shutter be kept 
closed at all times and that you do not touch the video 
tape, as the fingerprints may affect the operation of 
the video cassette recorder. 

For maximum protection of the BETACORD Video 
Cassette against dust or accidental damage, it is sug- 
gested that the cassette always be stored in its pro- 
tective jacket when not in use. 

The BETACORD Video Cassette is a precision device. 
Do not attempt to disassemble the plastic case. This 
may result in a malfunction of the cassette and 
damage to the video cassette recorder. In the event the 
cassette fails to function properly, repairs should be 
made only by Sanyo authorized service personnel.

In this Case, a 
perfect noise-free picture may be obtained by rotating 
the tracking control to the right or left as required. 
When video cassettes are recorded and played back on 
the same machine, the tracking control should be 
kept in the mid (notch) position for optimum picture 
quality.
